«AUG' SCHMIDT 
IS K I L L E D IN 
4-STORY PLUNGE 


Insurance Man Dies of Broken Neck When 


Body Hurtles from Office on Seventh Floor 
of Federal Trust Building to Third Floor 
Court—Leaves Note to Wife. 


August C. Schmidt, 45, partner in Schmidt - Keller 


Insurance agency, committed suicide at 12:30 o'clock Thurs- 
day noon when he jumped from the east window of his sev- 
enth floor office in the Federal Trust Co. building. He died 
instantly of a broken neck, when he dropped to a court on 
the level of the third floor. 


Schmidt Tvas alone in his office, 


fl9 Federal Trust building, at the 
time of the jump. On his desk, of- 
ficers found an envelope addressed 
to Mrs. Dean E. Schmidt, Which ex- 
plained that the act was due to 
worry over financial setbacks. 


Several men in offices on the 
third floor of the Federal Trust 
building 
and 
of 
the 
Freadricn 


building saw the body crash down 
upon the court. Bill Matschullat, Dr. 
E J Fleetwood and R. L. Arm- 
strong rushed out and carried the 
body in to a rest room at 316 Fed- 
eral Trust. Dr. Fleetwood pro- 
nounced the man dead and gave 
the opinion that death 
stantaneous. Others who 


was in- 
saw the 


body fall were A. N Gottchall who 
•was in the Federal Trust building 
and John J. Hedges who was sit- 
ting in his office in the Freadrich 
building. 
Those who witnessed the tragedy 
said they heard no outcry as the 
body hurtled downward or after it 
struck the court. 
The note was opened by Deputy 
County Sheriff Jim Davis, who then 
tried to locate Mrs. Schmidt. He 
went to her home at 2138 Brad- 
field drive, but found that she was 
at work. 
, . 
Mrs. Schmidt has been employed 


as a bookkeeper in the 
office of 
George Hodge, state re-employment 
director, since December 1. She 
had been accustomed to meeting 
her husband and going home for 
lunch each day. Apparently after a 
futile wait-at the capitol. Thursday 
noon she returned to work at 1 
o'clock without eating and was lo- 
cated there 
by Deputy Sheriff 


Davis. 
Her shocked disbelief in the news 
led Davis to express the opinion 
that no hint of a suicide intention 
had been given by Schmidt to his 
wife or anyone else, and that the 
act might have been done on the 
spur of the moment. She repeated 
over and over, "Tell me it isn't 
true.'' 
Hugo Schmidt, a brother, said he 


met "Auggie" last night and that 
he appeared "in the best of spirits." 
Miss E. J. 
Keller, Schmidt's 
partner in the insurance office, said 
she noticed nothing unusual about 
his actions this morning. Byron 
Yoder, realtor, also occupies the 
same suite, but was not in the 
building at the time of the suicide. 


Member of Pioneer Family. 
"Auggie'' Schmidt came from one 


of the old. prominent families in 
Lincoln. His father. Henry Schmidt, 
was one of the best known mer- 
chants in this section of Nebraska. 
For more than half a century 
Henry Schmidt and a brother, Fred 
ran a clothing and department 
store near Ninth and O streets. 
August Schmidt 
completed his 


work for an A. B. degree at the

Lincoln Shares First 


Heavy Precipitation 


Of Winter. 


An inch of snow blanketed most 


of the southern part of Nebraska 
Thursday morning with traces ol 
snow and ram in the northern part. 
Temperatures 
were 
moderate 


throughout 
the state. 
Lincoln, 


which shared in the one inch snow 
during the night with a steady fall 
continuing during te morning, had 
a minimum mercury reading of 20 
degrees about midnight, the tem- 
perature rising here to 26 degrees at 
8 o'clock. It was the first sub- 
stantial snow of the winter. 
The Burlington reported an inch, 


of snow fell all along its lines from 
Hastings to Pacific Junction and 
from Ravenna to Lincoln. Temper- 
atures ranged from 10 to 26 degrees. 
On the Wymore division, there was 
an inch fall from Red Cloud east, 
dwindling to i. half inch at Wy- 
more, and with sleet froir

DISTRICT BILL 


To Develop Valley Along 


Lines Of the 


Tennessee. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4— (AP)— 


Senator Norris today introduced a 
bill authorizing a survey of the 
Missouri river and its. tributaries 
and the erection of an extensive 
series of dams for flood control, 
navigation, electric power produc- 
tion and irrigation. 
The proposed development would 


be similar to that begun in the 
Tennessee valley except that au- 
thority would be vested in th bu- 
reau of reclamation instead of a 
new organization, and there would 
be no provision for the manufacture 
of fertilizer. 
"For many years," Norris said, 
"we have been building dikes on 
the lower Mississippi to prevent 
damage by flood control. The very- 
waters that do that damage, if 
properly impounded, will be of .great 
benefit for navigation, irrigation 
and the development of power." 
For Flood Control- 
"Water now doing damage in 
Louisiana will be used for irriga- 
tion in the western states." he said. 
"With very little additional expense, 
all these impounded waters will de- 
velop a very large amount of elec-

Organized Agriculture's four day

Washington presented contrasting 
views of the agricultural adjust- 
ment act 
Miss Grace Frysinger, senior home 
economist for the central states, told 
the audience of Nebraska farm, lead- 
ers: "Never was realization of parity 
for agriculture so nearly within the 
grasp of farm people as it is in the 
United States today. If only farm 
people can look forward far enough, 
and see clearly enough, and in great 
enough numbers, the future seems 
assured. I refer, of corse to the ag- 
ricltural adjustment act. If they 
co-operate in carrying out its pro- 
visions, recovery in all fields seems 
assured—without it, one dares not 
look into the future." - 


Hibbard Critical. 


B H. Hibbard, agricultural eco- 


nomist at the University of Wscon- 
sin, gave the first major criticism of 
the federal agricultural program 
voiced during the Organized Agri- 
culture session. The government is 
in the wrong, Mr. Hibbard voiced 
belief, in not devoting its chief at- 
tention to reobtaining- former for- 
eign markets rather than reducing 
production of farm products. 
Hibbard said only a "mere bit" of

ABOARD S. S. JACOB RUP- 


PERT, Exploring off Antarctica, 
Jan. 
3—(Delayed)—(INS)—Flying 


through snow squalls and under a 
thick layer of stratus clouds. Rear 
Admiral Richards E. Byrd today laid 
a course across the Antarctic pack 
ice and drove another south-seeking 
corridor of exploration toward the 
unknown continental front of the 
Pacific quadrant of Antarctica. 


His 
course lay approximately 


along the 117th meridian. His big 
seaplane had attained approximate- 
ly latitude 72.30 south when another 
formidable snow storm, 
whirling 


blackly along the southern horizon, 
forced him to turn northward and 
head for his flagship, which was 
hove to in a bay in the pack 150 
miles back. 
For Byrd. as for the numerous 


explorers who have attempted to 
penetrate to this mysterious coast, 
"the report was: 
- "No land. 
The sea-borne ice 


continued to the limit of vision." 
So the pack, the snow squalls and 


the fog still held concealed the long- 
sought secret of the Pacific quad- 
rant. However, on the basis of to- 
day's flight, together with his ob- 
servation on his first flight, two 
weeks ago along the 150th meridian, 
900 miles to the westward, Admiral 
Byrd was convinced that upward of 
200000 
square miles of unknown 


area lying within the aerial tracks 
can now be wiped off the Antarctic 
maps and be designated as Pacific 
ocean.

Rep. Shallenberger of Nebraska said 
today the bill he has introduced to 
reduce the dollar gold content 50 
per cent and retain its present sil- 
ver content would "provid a safe 
means of increasing the volume of 
money."' 
"Under the president's recent or- 


der, a limited amount of silver can 
be coined at a ratio of 32-to-l." he 
said. "By cutting the gold content 
of the dollar and leaving silver 
where it is. we would hare unlim- 
ited coinage of silver at the same 
ratio." 
The Nebraskan said he had dis- 
cussed his bill with various house 
leaders and they had pronounced it 
"a shnpte_solution" to the gold and 
silver problem.

of Nebraska's treasury at the be- 
ginning Of 1934 stood 
$620,000 


higher, than a year ago, but the in- 
crease is due entirely to a balance 
of $673,731 in the newly established 
federal highway fund, money ad- 
vanced by the United States gov- 
ernment to pay state highway con- 
tractors upon the completion of 
their orojects without, waiting sev- 
eral weeks for their claims to go 
through the usual official channels.

(AP) -Congo-ess learned todaj.

In his message transmitting the 
budget, he estimated expenditures

He asked for a two billion dollar 


war chest to continue and taper 
off his drive in the following year. 


All of this, he said, involves gov- 
ernment borrowing of ten billion, 
dollars during the next six months, 
but he expressed no doubt of meet- 
ing this problem. 
The nine billion deficit, which 


would swell the public debt to the 
all-time high of $31,834,000, does 
not take into account prospective 
new taxes from liquor revenue and 
plugging of income tax loopholes.

The 
work Is being done by 25 workers 
paid from a CWA allotment. He 
approved curb cutbacks under -way 
aft a number of dangerous inter- 
sections, and said that brake and 
light testing regulations are being 
written into a revision of the traf- 
fic ordinances being prepared by 
the city attorney's office.

RAIL BUSINESS 


IS IMPROVING 


Commerce Com m i ssion 


Says Condition Of 
Carriers on Upgrade. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 4— (IP)— The 


railroads were found by the inter- 
state commerce commission in its 
annual report today to be in a bet- 
ter condition than a year ago. 
In a document covering the year 


ending December 1, the commission 
found the carriers' 
business im- 


proving, with operating costs re- 
duced and conditions in general on 
the upgrade. 


"An important feature of railway 
recovery," said the commission's re- 
port, "Is a well balanced adjustment 
of railway charges, railway wages 
and the general price level. We had 
occasion to consider the relation of 
prices of commodities and railway 


i freight rates in the general rate 
level investigation of 1933. 
"The evidence showed that while 
the rate level was high compared 
•with the price level, it -was impos- 
sible to require them to be brought 
together by a general rate reduc- 
tion. 
Nevertheless, by force of competi- 
tion, earners ar e voluntarily mak- 
ing reductions in rates and fares. It 
is conducted on a fair basis. 
"However, before such a condition 


of fair competition can be said to 
exist, it will be necessary that the 
various transport agencies pay the 
same rates of wages for comparable 
skill, render reliable service on a 
non-discriminatorv basis and bear 
an equal tax burden.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4— (AP) — 


Government spending at more than 
a billion dollars a month for the 
first half of 1934 and a new peak 
in the national debt was forecast 
today in the treasury's annual re- 
port" to congress. 


The report was in the name of 
William H. Woodln as secretary, 
having been prepared before Pres- 
ident Roosevelt on New Year's day 
named Henry Morgenthau, jr., to 
the cabinet post. 
It estimated emergency. recovery 
costs alone would be $6,357,486,700 
during the fiscal year that ends 
June 30, and general expenses 
$3,533,691,767, for a total federal 
outlay of $9,891,178,467 and 
an 


operating deficit of $6,631,239,711. 


The treasury figures, prepared 
before final completion of 
the 


budget, did not include extra-budget 
requests' of President Roosevelt for 
$1,166,000,000 in the current year 
and $2,000,000,000 for 1935. These 
amounts • would increase expendi- 
tures, deficits and public debt totals 
accordingly. 
Woodin predicted a public debt 
at the fiscal year-end of $28,679,-

"Of the emergency expenditures 
made up to and including the fiscal 
year 1935, it is roughly estimated 
hat $2,500,000,000 represents loans 
that will be repaid to the govern- 
ment during the fiscal year 1936 and 
subsequent years, which repayments 
will be available for reduction of 
the public debt. 
Government revenue for the cur-

Charts showed that in the fiscal 
ear of 1933 income taxes provided 
only 36 per cent of the government's 
revenue, compared with 60 per cent 
in 1930—the highest post-war per- 
centage.

"It is clear," sad the president, 
"That the necessity for relief and 
recovery will still be with us during 
the year 1934-35. Additional relief 
funds will be necessary. 
"Further needs of the country 
prohibit the abrupt termination of 
the recovery program. 
Amount Unpredictable. " 


'No person can on this date defi- 


nitely predict the total amount that 
will be needed, nor the itemizing of 
such an amount. 
"It is my best Judgment at this 
time that a total appropriation of 
not to exceed two billion dollan 
will, wittt the expenditures still to 
be made next year out of existing 
appropriations, be 'sufficient." 
The huge reconstruction corpora- 
tlon. called upon to finance much 
of the business and banking struc- 
ture of the nation, is charged with 
almost $4,000.000,000 of the $7,000,- 
000,000 dent for this year. 
This money is in loans. A credit 


of $480,000,000 in 
repayments is 


counted upon for next year. The 
president hinted to newspapermen 
possible but unforseen loans to bus- 
iness next year. 
The public works administration is 
charged with $1,«77,190,800 of the 
"emergency" expenditures for this 
year. Another $1,089383.100 of the 
(3,300,000,000 fund is expected to be 
spent next year.

A personal appearance before congress at its 
opening session in Washington Wednesday, Presi- 


dent Roosevelt gave voice to high purposes and reso- 
lutions. Whether he consciously was replying to 
criticism of a socialized state,- which has been voiced 
by the "Old Guard," or whether he was attempting 
merely to set forth more clearly the underlying pur- 
poses of the "New Deal" is immaterial. The fact is 
that while speaking generally, the philosophy em- 
braced in the message seemed a specific analysis of 
some of the most important developments in national 
affairs. 


No better comment has been made than that 


which came from Senator George W. Norris of Ne- 
braska, when he said: 


"I have been here for thirty years. It is not nec- 


essary'to agree with everything the president said, 
but it is the best message I ever have hearS." 


If it is to be understood and appreciated fully, it 


must be read with a great deal of care and deliber- 
ated Upon. It is remarkable for its brevity, for its 
terseness and its clarity, but most of all, for the deep 
feeling, and spirit underlying it. And it is with the 
last that the American people should be concerned. 
It sets* forth unmistakably what the president has in 
mind. It bares his views of government. It reveals 
his attitude toward what we call American principles 
and ideals and traditions. Many have been con- 
cerned about that. Many have been confused and 
apprehensive. Many have felt that as a nation, we 
were casting ourselves adrift from old anchors to 
sail perilous seas, in which lurked hidden dangers. 
On this point, Mr. Roosevelt's message should be in- 
finitely comforting and reassuring. It is filled with 
the reaffirmation of the principles of democracy, and 
a restatement of. the highest conceptions of virtues 
in wholesome, clean, decent, and honest individual 
conduct. What Mr. Roosevelt does is to point out un- 
deniably that in our business methods, in our na- 
tional outlook, we had departed from old American 
standards to substitute for them practices and meth- 
ods which led to suffering and ruin. 
» • •• 


thoughts are awakened by paragraphs 


such as these: 


"Without regard to party, the overwhelming 


majority of our people seek a greater opportunity 
for humanity to prosper and find happiness. . 
They recognize that human welfare has not in- 


- creased and does not increase through mere ma- 
terialism and luxury, but that it does pro- 
gress through 
integrity, unselfishness, 
respon- 


sibility, and justice. In the past few 
months, as a result of our action, we have de- 
manded of many citizens that they surrender 
certain licenses to do as they please in their busi- 
ness relationships, but we have asked this in ex- 
change for the protection which the state can 
give against exploitation by their fellow men or 
by combinations of then- fellow men." 
And then again: 


"Returning to home problems, we have been 


shocked by many notorious examples of injuries 
done our citizens by persons or groups who have 
been living off their neighbors by the use of 
methods either unethical or criminal. 


"In the first category—a field which does not 


involve violations of the letter of our laws—prac- 
tices have been brought to life which have 
shocked those who believed we were in the past 
generation raising the ethical standards of busi- 
ness. They call for stringent preventive or regu- 
latory measures. I am speaking of those indi- 
viduals who have evaded the spirit and the pur- 
pose of our tax laws, of those high officials of 
banks or corporations, who have grown 
rich at the expense of their stockholders or 
the public, of those reckless speculators with 
their own or other people's money whose opera- 
tions have injured the values of the farmer's 
crops and the savings of the poor. 


"In the other category, crimes of organized 


banditry, cold-blooded shooting, lynching and 
kidnaping have threatened our security. These 
violations of ethics and these violations of law 
call on the strong arm of government for their 
Immediate suppression: they call also on the 
country for an aroused public opinion." 
And, finally: 


"Disorder is not an American habit. Self help 


and self control are the essence of the American 
tradition—not of necessity the form of that tra- 
dition, but its spirit The program itself comes 
from the American people. It is an integrated 
program, national in scope. Viewed in the large, 
it Is .designed to save from destruction and to 
keep for the future the genuinely important val- 
ues created by modem society. The vicious and 
the wasteful parts of that society we could not 


. save if we wished: they have chosen the way of 


setf-destruction. We would save useful mechani- 
cal invention, industrial efficiency, modern means 
of communication, broad education. But the un- 
necessary 
expansion of Industrial plants, the 


waste of natural resources, the exploitation of 
consumers of natural monopolies, the accumula- 
tion of stagnant surpluses, child labor, and the 
ruthless exploitation of all labor, the encourage- 
meat of speculation with other people's money, 
tbese were consumed in the fires that they 
ttieawelves kindled. We must make sure that as 
we reconstruct oar lives there be no soil in 
which such weeds can grow." 
• * * 


ROOSEVELT enjoys the confidence and 


faith of his countrymen, because he knows 


what to in their hearts and because be has the 
courage in formulating his program of leadership to 
subscribe to the principles insulted in every gener- 
ation of Americans, which are expounded so elo- 
quently in ihi<: message. 


There Is no suggestion here that government is fu- 


tile and Impotent. On the contrary, there is the 
boundless faith t,iat H has the capacity to reach out 
•ad suppress wrong doing, to Instill principles oT so- 
cial jwtice la an who benefit by its existence. The

urged and spurred on to grow materialism. And 
wort ot all, the "New Deal" is endeavoring to spare 
the American people the painful, the unbearable suf- 
fering of a philosophy of government which said 
there was nothing to be done for the patient except 
to adopt the antiquated process known to medical 
science as "bleeding." 


And through all the message ran that feeling that 


the reclaimed America must be rooted in agri- 
culture. It found expression in these words: "I con- 
tinue in my conviction that Industrial progress and 
prosperity only can be attained by bringing the pur- 
chasing power of that portion of our 
population 


which in one form or another is dependent upon 
agriculture up to a level which will restore a proper 
balance between every section of the country and 
every form of work." 


Mr. Roosevelt's plea to his country is one of re- 


formation. It is exalted in its idealism and its spirit- 
uality. It has come in new garb but in spirit it is as 
familiar as an old friend. In whom may be imposed 
the utmost faith. During the hectic weeks, there was 
so much that was new to a people given largely to 
living solely within the hour, that the practical steps 
taken were looked upon entirely as an expression of 
objectives. The only departure arises from necessity 
in applying old principles and traditions to new con- 
ditions. The president speaks with truth and con- 
viction when he says that he hopes to persuade his 
countrymen to abandon the practices which were bad, 
vicious, and costly and to retain that which is sound 
and unfailing in the building of national welfare 
and happiness. 


SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 
SOUTHERN California's flood plight appeals 


strongly to the sympathy of people. Much of 


the region afflicted less than a year ago suffered the 
heavy destruction of property" and experienced the 
anguish of the loss of human life through an earth- 
quake. On top of that catastrophe, the fresh burden 
of B- flood resulting,from 
torrential 
rains, which 


made seas out of ordinary dry beds, imposes a finan- 
cial burden upon a people which will test their re- 
sourcefulness to the extreme. 


At a time such as this, extravagant claims put 


forth by over-zealous boosters should not be recalled. 
The fact is that California has had a hard struggle 
in the last year, and the affliction of two major ca- 
tastrophes in the form of earthquake and flood calls 
for understanding. 


Nature herself is dispassionate in dealing out her 


rich gifts and her burdens. For every tribulation, 
there is a corresponding compensation. Here in Ne- 
braska, sometimes we feel during the intensity of 
summer and winter temperatures there is an unfair- 
ness, but it is offset in a thousand ways. 


LAGUARDIA'S OATH." 
r WAS a spectacular, if somewhat melodramatic 


pledge, which Mayor Fiorello LaGuardia- gave in 


accepting the responsibility of mayor of New York 
City on New Year's. He took the ancient oath of the 
young men of Athens in promising to make Ameri- 
ca's largest municipality greater and more beautiful. 


The aspirations of the youth of ancient Athens was 


set forth in this fashion: 


"We will never bring disgrace to this, our clty^ by 


an act of dishonesty or cowardice; nor ever desert 
our suffering comrades in the ranks. We will fight 
for our ideals and sacred things of .the city, both 
alone and with many. We will revere and obey the 
city's laws and do our best to inciiie a like respect in 
those above us who are prone to annul them and set 
them at naught. We will strive unceasingly to quick- 
en the public sense of civic duty. Thus in all these 
ways we will transmit this city not only not less, but 
far greater and more beautiful than it was trans- 
mitted to us." 


The glory which was Athens is fixed in history be- 


tween 480 and 430 B. C. It represented the flower of 
ancient civilization. Around it milled the barbarians, 
undoubtedly responsible for the militaristic tenor ex- 
pressed in a pledge of defense. But those ancient 
Athenians also held high the performance of duty in- 
volving public trust; and also cultivated the spirit of 
civic responsibility. 


In phraseology, the oath might be clarified and 


improved, but in spirit, it still expresses the aim of 
good citizenship. 


THE WAR UPON RATS. 


GREATER mistake could be made by the leg- 


islative and administrative officials of Lincoln 


than to in any manner abate the war against rats. 
For the rat is not only one of the world's most de- 
structive pests, it is also one of the most dangerous. 
This danger is not only to the health of the con> 
munity, for many of the most dsmaging of fires have 
had their origin in the activities of the rodents , 


Because it is known that the deadliest and most 


devastating diseases are carried from port to port 
and point to point by rats, cities along the coasts 
have expended millions of dollars in the construction 
of rat proof docks, while shipping companies take the 
most elaborate precautions to prevent the animals 
boarding their vessels. 


It would seem that the proposal to put the killing 


of the pests on a fee basis is founded on an erro- 
neous conception of the problem. This is especially 
true if it is meant that the person whose premises 
are to be freed from the pests is to be required to pay 
the fee. Rats do not constitute a problem "for the 
private individual; they are a public menace Just as 
mucK as is a contagious disease. 


Certain cities, including Omaha, are now spend- 


ing large sums in combatting a certain type of dy- 
sentery, which has caused numerous deaths and un- 
told suffering. This is recognized as a public prob- 
lem and is treated as such, yet it is no more so than 
are rats. If there should be an outbreak of plague, 
the health department would not consider that it had 
done its full duty if it should simply advise citizens 
to clear their premises of rats. It would bend every 
energy to see that not a single rodent remained in 
the community. 


In view of the rapidity with which these animals 


multiply, it would seem to be the part of wisdom to 
kee- up an unceasing warfare upon them. Most 
modem structures are so built as to afford norefuge 
for them, but there are other places where they in- 
crease at an alarming rate. Rat extermination is Just 
as important as fire prevention.

stop buttons where they are sun being used, instead 
of putting down more of them? 


The Proposal to install buttons at railroad grade 


crossings on some of the main streets "so as to keep 
reckless drivers from running into trains" is ridicu- 
lous. In the first place, they would not prevent any 
driver of that class from attempting to cross in front 
of a train, or bumping into one that was already on 
the crossing, it would take a heavy stone wan or 
steel fence to stop such foolhardy people from risk- 
ing their lives. 


Stop buttons are objectionable for several reasons. 


Chief among them is that practically aO automobiles 
now being mannf actured and sold are swung low on 
their chassis and do not have sufficient clearance to 
avow hitting the type ot buttons now in use. 


It might be argued that drivers should steer around 


the buttons instead of going over them. But when 
there are two lines of cars moving on a street and 
they have to keep out far enough from the curb to 
keep from hitting parked vehicles or those backing 
out of parking places, it is sometimes necessary to 
stay in the middle of the street. It she-aid not be 
necessary for two traffic lanes to crowd together in- 
to one at railroad crossings. 


Aside from this consideration, stop buttons are 


hard to see at right and at other times when visibili- 
ty is poor. When a deep snow comes they are in- 
visible for a tine, which might cause serious acci- 
dents. 


Stop signs at the right hand side, on a level with 


the driver's eyes, are much better from every point 
of view.

Do yon not believe that it is the 
small investor who should receive 
more consideration from our fi- 
nancial leaden and bankers?

Clearly thrift is 
not a lost virtue. Behind our ac- 
tual waste and senseless extrava- 
gance is a huge basis of national 
credit sustained by countless indi- 
viduals with comparatively meager 
incomes. 
Those who are responsible for the 
direction of the nation's social and 
financial policies should encourage 
these hosts of contributors to the 
country's resources. They are esaily 
discouraged. 
Every inducement 
that makes saving feasible is a so- 
cial benefit. 
Great Britain sells five million 
dollars' worth of savings certifi- 
cates each week because the pur- 
chaser knows he will get his money 
back with interest when the certi- 
ficates mature. The British govern- 
ments guarantees the safety of the 
Investment. 
It is a lasting reproach to some 


of our so-called financiers, whose 
names were formerly paraded as 
pillars of financial strength, that 
;hey have ruthless sacrificed small 
investors through their selfish poli- 
cies. None the less, the thrift clubs 
and the savings banks of the na- 
;ion have maintained, with few ex-, 
options, an excellent record and a 
ligh degree of integrity. Their ef- 
forts should be supplemented by 
the adoption here of some scheme 
similar to that of Great Britain.

I would like to ask as a lover of 
poetry why so comparatively few 
people read it. I am told that vol- 
umes of poems are hard to market. 


ANSWER. 
Should you take quality and not 
quantity for your guide, poetry has 
an influential constituency and a 
permanent hold. Few enlightened 
masters of style in any of the 
earned professions are not debtors 
to the poets. Their choicest phrases 
and winged words have the wide- 
spread circulation among the intel- 
ligent which caused one man to re- 
mark on heating "Hamlet" that he 
didn't think much of it because it 
was nearly all quotations. It had 
been quoted so frequently that it 
sounded familiar to him. 
Yet you are right in assuming 
;hat comparatively few Americans 
or English-speaking people read 
their best poets, and too many 


memorize the doggerel and versifi- 
cation which parades as poetry. The 
old Arabs sang and kindled bon- 
fires when a real minstrel appeared 
among them, whereas we illumi- 
nate our streets for politicians and 
pugilists. The ancient Greeks sat 
at the feet of their poets, who were 
the schoolmasters of the nation, 
whereas we too often 
follow the 
moaning walls of the crooners who 
are the clowns of the 
populace 
without the clown's saving grace ot 
healthy horseplay. 
It would be vastly beneficial if 


we treated our classic 
poets with 
the reverence and devotion they 
Tightly deserve.- The ripest wisdom, 
the clearest vision of beauty, truth 
and 
virtue, the 
justification of 
God's ways toward men, are ours in 
poetry if we care to possess them. 
There is more religion in the Te 
Deum than in any prose creed 
known to me. The spiritual reali- 
ties, the moral excellencies, the lit- 
erary gems, the illummiating allu- 
sions and the unforgettable defini- 
tions of life's elementals which 
abound in Shakespeare, Milton and 
Wordsworth alone are an all-suffi- 
cient compendium for the average 
man. Before the 
speech of our 
nation can be purified from vul- 
garity and vacuity and raised to a 
higher general level the poets must 
come into their owwn as they did 
in the Elizabethan days.

Evansville, Ind. 
Where do yon think China will 
come ont in the great shuffle now 
going on in the Far East? 


ANSWER. 
If the Nine-Power treaty had 
been kept China would not have 
had to fear external aggression. 
That self-denying ordinance guar- 
anteed her integrity and was also 
a valuable assurance for the main- 
tenance of world peace. But in 
September, 1931, Japan actually in- 
terfered in China, since then her 
manner of doing so has been uni- 
versally condemned and also offi- 
cially censured by the league of na- 
tions. 
Japan disputes the verdict, as- 
serts that no treaties have been vi- 
olated and that under the circum- 
stances her actions were justified. 
She has resigned from the league 
of nations and is now a free lance 
in the Far East, ready to operate 
when and where she pleases. China 
shows no capacity for self-defense. 
Russia is apparently willing to sell 
the railroad which links her to the 
Pacific coast, in which case Japan 
may become the 
dominant power 


of the orient. 
The more intelligent Japanese are 
somewhat taken 
aback by this 
state of affairs, especially as it 
places them at odds with the rest 
of the world. But the great ma- 
jority of "their countrymen regard 
themselves as now on the crest 
of the wave which will carry them 
forward to a fascinating 
goal of 
territorial enlargement and politi- 
cal EeU&mony. 
The well knowwn twenty-one de- 
mands which Japan presented to 
China were forced upon her at a 
time carefully chosen by Japaja, 
when the greater part of the civil- 
ized world was involved in a tre- 
mendous economic conflict and un- 
able to protect their distant inter- 
ests. Nothing has been more dra- 
mattc or charged with greater pos- 
sibilities for the world at 
large 
than the sudden emergence of Ja- 
pan as the potential ruler of the 
Asiatic nations which border on 
the Pacific ocean.

Besides the feeling of lassitude 
and the annoying hawking and 
spitting and coughing, and hot and 
cold flashes, the patient is very li- 
able to be discouraged and actually 
to develop a mild form of mel- 
ancholy. 


In treatment I don't believe that 
it is absolutely necessary for the 
patient to go south, although ad- 
mittedly this is a good thing if cir- 
cumstances permit, 
probably the 
most sensible thing to do is to go 
to bed for two or three days. Diet 
has little to do in clearing it up, 
although a light diet of fruit juices 
and milk probably is helpful. 


Besides the rest in bed, the next 
most important thing is to be sure 
that there are no spots of infec- 
tion in the nose or throa that can 
be removed or drained. If not, in 
my experience, the use of a vaccine 
either made from the patient's own 
secretions or a non-specific vaccine 
given in good amounts, two or 
thre doses a Tew days a part, usual- 
ly completely clears up the trouble- 
some symptoms.

;lers. It does not mean the open- 
ng of any new territory, nor bring- 
ing into productivity any appreci- 
able amount of land not now tilled. 
tt only means that a huge area, 
fanned for many years, well de- 
veloped and improved, with thriv- 
ing towns and cities, will be put on 
an equality with other sections ol 
Nebraska. The charge that the 
development of this project means 
diverting water from one water shed 
» another has no real foundation, 
it only means that this area may 
>e allowed to use water that now 
goes to waste down the Platte river 
spring and fall, and will con- 
tinue to go to waste no "matter 
how much other projects may need. 
This is because no other project has 
equal natural facilities for impound- 
ng these flood waters. The hydro- 
electric possibilities are great, ample 
to electrify every farm in the 
three counties and supply all the 
cities and towns. This means the 
establishment of small Industries to 
>rocess the raw materials produced 
n the area—soy bean meal and 
oils, beet sugar, cereals, etc. Those 
who talk about priority in use of 
water should be fair and admit pri- 
ority of claim—especially to water 
they can not use and which wastes 
away to the gulf.

cent of the tax was collected. 
The sharp reduction this year 


was attributed by the clerk in part 
to a number of larger business 
institutions paying only half 
of 
the amount due. However, there 
should be a corresponding increase 
in 'June, he added, when the in- 
come is normally lower' than at 
almost any other time. 


50 Per Cent Collected. 
The appropriation for operation 


of the fourteen tax-supported de- 
partments for the year ending 
September 1, 1934, was $698,070.43. 
Of this 50 per cent was collected 
during the first lout months of 
the fiscal year. 
For the same 
period expenditures were $230,089, 
or 32.96 per cent of the appropria- 
tion. Under normal 
conditions 
331-3 per cent of the appropria- 
tion would have been available as 
against 30 per cent on the basis 
of 80 per cent, the income 
for 
the .fiscal year ending September 
1, 1933. 
That the expenditures may be 
confined within certain limitations, 
Mr. Berg has struck a monthly av- 
erage, based on the appropriation, 
the amount collected during the 
last year, and collections to date 
for the present year. This shows 
that if 90 per cent of the taxes are 
collected the average monthly ex- 
penditures 
could be $14,731, as 
compared to only $13,250 on a basis 
of 80 per cent income. With the 
revenues considerably below this 
latter figure, however, the average 
expense 
has 
been 
$14,356 
per 
month.Some Have Made Cats. 
- Despite this, Mr. Berg said, a 
number of the departments have 
made "splendid retrenchments!" On 
October l, 1933 there were only 
four funds below the average based 
on income. On January the list had 
increased to seven. 
During the first four months of 
the fiscal year police expenditures 
on the basis of 80 per cent collec- 
tions should not have exceeded ah 
average of • $8,373. The outgo, how- 
ever, has been $11,184 per month. 
"That will be reduced and we 
will be in the black by the end of 
the year,'' Mayor Fenton B. Flem-- 
ing declared. He added that he has 
been hi conference with Chief Con- 
dit and Captains Rowden and 
Shively, "and laid down the law to 
them."

The monthly average of the road 
fund appropriation is $6,900, which 
is cut to $6,000 on the basis of 80 
per cent collections.

Heavy Cut For Fa»*s- 
A heavy cut was made in the 
expenditures of the park depart- 
ment in December although the 
average monthly outgo has been 
$6,133 compared with $5,683, the 
average on the basis of 80 percent 
collections. As is the case in the 
road fund, there can be a spread 
in the park department, because 
of 
miscellaneous receipts being 
available. 
The street lighting fund is one 
of the seven below the mark. On 
an 80 per cent collection basis the 
average monthly disbursements can 
be $4,368, The actual expenditures 
have averaged only $4,122. 
Salary Fund Too High. 
Health department 'expenditures 
are among those that have been 
far up the ladder at an average 
of $3,469, when it should not have 
been more than $2,909 on collec- 
tions of 80 per cent. The depart- 
ment is in process of reorganiza- 
tion and the output for the year 
will be within the revenues, both 
A. C. Harm, head of the public 
safety department, and Dr. M. F. 
Arnholt, superintendent declare. 
The salary fund is another that 
is out of line with average ex- 
penditures of $5.550 
per month, 
compared to $4300, the 80 per cent 
limit. This is a fixed amount and 
there seems to be no way to re- 
duce it. unless the council enforces 
a "vacation without pay" rule.

Save If600 County 


Truckers $400 Year 


Through action of the attorney 
general's oflice the recent ruling of 
the state auto vehicle department 
on required weight affidavits for 
commercial trucks has been amend- 
ed. County Treasurer W. C. Albers 
who first questioned the. validity of 
the new regulation, said Thursday 
morning. 


The original ruling, made to fa- 
cilitate state inspectors in checking 
trucks for load violations, required 
that truckers when buying their 
1934 licenses present a sworn affi- 
davit showing the weight of their 
truck without load. 
Since this procedure would in- 
volve the payment of a twenty-five 
cent notary fee by each trucker, 
Albers questioned mat the law per- 
mitted the state department to 
make rulings which required the 
expnditure of additional money. 
In its amended form the ruling 
merely requires that each trucker 
present. a certificate of his truck's 
weight signed by himself and by 
the weighmaster. The new ruling 
will save the 1,600 commercial truck 
owners in Lancaster county an ag- 
gregate of $400.

Babe Ruth Scarcely Able 


Make Ends Meet On 


Bloated Salary.

NEW YORK, Jan. 4— (INS)— A 


man by the name of Babe Buth, 
who made $80,000 three years ago 
ana $75,000 the year after that and 
$52,000 last year, stood around in 
a gymnasium with his paunch 
hanging over a pair of 1912 model 
bathing trunks and told the as- 
sembled press boys that he hoped 
the Yankees wouldn't cut his salary 
too much this time. 
He also told them that he wanted 
to manage a club next year. But 
he didn't tell the real story. The 
story of Ruth is that baseball is 
getting ready now to pay him exact- 
ly -what he is worth to it, and, like 
the man in the story, he can't afford 
to work for that. 
As a ball player and private show 
to any yokel who happens to spot 
him on the street, he is forced to 
live at the rate of $50,000 a year and 
perhaps more. As a retired athlete, 
no longer a man who hits the head- 
lines or as a curio for those who 
stand and gape, his living expenses 
might be cut in half. But he neither 
wants to retire altogether nor to al- 
ter too greatly his mode of living. 
He, therefore, is getting out as an 
active player before it starts to 
break him. He's beginning to find 
it too expensive to be a high- 
priced ball player. 


Still a CuriOBky. 


Because he remains a curiosity, 


even to the end, Ruth finds it nec- 
essary to spend many thousands or 
dollars each year that are in no 
manner provided for by the terms 
of his contract. 
They tell me his taxi bills alone 
total upward of $300 a month. When 
he travels with the club, be hires a 
drawing room for himself and Mrs. 
Ruth and naturally pays the dif- 
ference. At hotels, it is a suite of 
rooms, instead of the sharing of 
one room with another player. 
In the south, he rents a suite at 
an exclusive hotel for the family a 
month in advance of the team's ar- 
rival. The ball club naturally does 
not pay for that. What the club 
does pay, I believe, is $10 a day, 
starting only when _the training 
season starts. This hardly takes 
care of Ruth's tips. 


Takes Wife and Daughter. 


The traveling expenses— and all 
others — of Mrs. Ruth and his 
daughter throughout the southern 
trip are paid by the player. Be- 
fore he starts, there is the freight 
bill for shipping his expensive car 
to Florida. After he arrives, there 
is the upkeep. The southern tap.

Equities were a bit heavy In the early 
hours In dull trading and grains, cotton 
and other commodities were Inclined to 
move narrowly. U. S. government securi- 
ties were moderately firm, but other bonds 
were mixed. 
The dollar Jumped about 
nervously In foreign exchange dealings. 
Sterling dropped about 4 cents ot one time,

Much interest was 
shown In the president's proposal to meet 
the deficits by borrowing and not by ad- 
ditional 
taxes. 
Announcement 
that 


»«,000,000,000 must be obtained by the gov- 
ernment through loans in the next six 
months, in addition to the refunding of 
14.000,000,000 or maturities, was studied 
carefully in bond circles. 
Comment on the president's opening 
speech to congress was varied in the finan- 
cjal district but the consensus appeared to 
be that the markets, as a whole, were in 
about the, same situation they were before 
congress convened and that a number of 
questions of Interest to traders and inves- 
tors still remain- to be answered. 
While some elements expressed disap- 


pointment that yesterday's message failed 
to go into details regarding the adminis- 
tration'* monetary plans, the majority of 
.bankers was not surprised. 
It had al- 
ready been pointed out in some quarters 
that, so far as dollar stabilization was 
concerned, there were too many foreign 
difficulties to permit of a "pegging" agree- 
ment at this time. It was thought how- 
ever, that the president In a subsequent 
statement might outline the seps that haye 
already been taken in the equalization of 
exchange rates. 
Notwithstanding the concentration out of 
Washington, brokerage circles continued to

whenever anyone is apprehended 
distributing the unlicensed product. 
We hope the public will co-operate 
with the health department to the 
fullest extent."

It Is my best judg- 
ment at this time that a total appro- 
priation of not to exceed 2 billion dol- 
lars will, with the expenditures still to 
be made next year out of existing ap- 
propriations, be sufficient. 


Not Included In Budget. 


I shall therefore ask the congress for 
appropriations 
approximating 
that 


amount. 
This amount Is not Included 
in the budget estimates. 
If ap 
ated and expended, therefore, 
change the small estimated surplus of 
13 million dollars into a debt increase 
of nearly 2 billion dollars. It is only 
fair, of course, to say that such a debt 
Increase would be partially offset 
by 
loans made against collateral and as- 
sets pledged. 
Therefore, the total debt, if increased 
by the sum of 2 billion dollars during 
the fiscal year 1935. would amount to 
approximately $31,834,000.000 on June 
30. 1935. 
It fa my belief that so far as 
we can; make estimates with our pres- 
ent knowledge, the government should 
seek to hold the total debt within this 
amount. Furthermore, the government 
during the balance 
of this 
calendar 
year should plan to bring its 1936 ex- 
penditures, including recovery and re- 
lief, within the revenues expected in 
the fiscal year 1936. 
Let me put it another way: The ex- 
cess of expenditures over receipts dur- 
ing this fiscal year amounts to over 7 
billion dollars. 
My estimates for the 
coming fiscal year show an excess of 
expenditures over receipts of 2 billion 
dollars. We should plan to have a 
definitely balanced budget for the third 
year of recovery and from that time on 
seek a continuing reduction of the na- 
tional debt. 
This excess of expenditures over 
revenues amounting to over 9 billion 
dollars during two fiscal years has 
been rendered necessary to bring the 
country to a sound condition after the 
unexampled crisis which we encount- 
ered last spring. It is a large amount, 
but the immeasurable benefits justify 
the cost.

Appropriations. 
The budget estimates of appropria- 
tions for 1935. exclusive of agricultural 
adjustment administration benefit pay- 
ments and refunds ol processing taxes, 
but inclusive of all other appropria- 
tions for regular departments and In- 
dependent establishments including in- 
terest on the debt and debt retire- 
ment are J2.980.293.833.60. When com- 
pared with budget estimates of ap- 
propriations transmitted in th« budget 
for 1934 they show a reduction of 
$684.913.167. 


Taxes. 
The estimates of receipts take no ac- 
count of the additional revenue -which 
may be obtained 
from 
an 
increase 
liquor taxes and from the proposed 
changes in the income-tax law. Since 
neither of these tax measures has m-i 
before congress as yet, no accurat* 
estimate can be made of their yield. 
However, if as .proposed uy Uu cu 
mittee of way and means, the tax on 
spirits is increased from $1.10 a gallon 
to $2 a gallon, and the rates of tax 
on wines are also increased, the esti- 
mated revenue would be increased by 
approximately 
$50.000.000, 
assuming- 
that consumption is not affected by 
additional gallonage taxes inposed by 
the states. 
Considerable additional revenue can 
also be secured from administrative 
changes in the income-tax law, which 
may amount to as much as $150,000,- 
000 for a full year. 
The estimates for the postoffice de- 
partment are predicated upon a con- 
tinuation of the 3-cent postal rate for 
nonlocal mail. It is highly important 
that this rate be continued. I recom- 
mend its continuance. 


Economy Legislation. 
The estimates of appropriations sub- 
mitted in the budget are predfbated on 
the continuation of certain economy 
legislative provisions which I ask to 
be enacted and which are appended 
hereto. 
The most Important is that 
having to do with reduction of com- 
pensation of federal employes. 
It is eminently fair that, the cost 


of living having fallen as compared 
with 1928. the employes of the govern- 
ment sustain some reduction in com- 
pensation. 
This Is not inconsistent 
with our policy of advocating an in- 
crease in wages in Industry. 
For wages there had fallen f«r be- 
vond any reduction contemplated for 
federal employes and in most grades 
are even now substantially below com- 
pensation paid federal employes under 
the maximum reduction of 15 percent- 
Arnong the legislative provisions ap- 


pended hereto is one prohibiting auto- 
matic increases in compensation except 
in the army. navy, and marine corps. 
The personnel of these three services 
are engaged in a life service to their 
country. Some, by reason of the pay 
freezes, hare sustained reduction in 
compensation of mor* than 35 percent. 
They are. therefore, in a different 
category from those in other govern- 
mental agencies. They should. In 1935. 
be released from the restrictions on 
automatic increases In compensation. 
Control. 
Up to now there has bwn no co-or- 
dinated control over emergency ex- 
penditures. Today, by executive order. 
I have imposed that necessary control 
in the bureau of the badget- 
HcretoTore. emergency expenditures 
have cot been sabject to audit by the 
comptroller general of the general ac- 
counting office. Today I asm. by ex- 
ecutive order, reposing In him the au- 
thority to conduct wch aa audit and 
to contina* to andit «ach socfa expendi- 
ture. Hereafter, therefore, just as la 
the departmental expenditure*, there
